Japan then switched to 
purchase of iron and steel in other 
forms. It was charged by Wash- 
ington New Dealer of Seattle that 
VS. iron and steel 

pushed through the scrap iron em- 
bargo in order to sell the more prof- 
itable steel sheets, bars and ingots. 
Colorado Fuel & Iron Co. (Rocke- 
feller) in December shipped over 
4,000 tons of steel ingots to Mitsui 
& Co. in Japan. 

Embargo was made effective, Dec. 
30, against iron ore, pig iron and 
virtually all other iron and steel 
products, supposedly to preclude a 
possible shift of Japanese pur- 
chases to formerly non-embargoed 
steel products. Under the embargo, 
licenses for unlimited exports are 
granted to the British Empire and 
“Western Hemisphere.” Other coun- 
tries, including Japan, obtain li- 
censes for exports on a limited pre- 


war quota basis. 


In first 11 months of 1940, Japan 
bought 317,229,000 pounds of iron 
and steel bars, rods, plates, sheets, 
strips and tinplate, an increase of 
about 467 per cent over the amount 
of these war materials taken in 
first 11 months of 1939. Machine 
tools, considered so essential in 


America’s “defense” program, bave 


gone to Japan in increasing 
amounts in recent years. [See Eco- 
nomic Notes, July, 1940.) It was 
estimated last year that United 
States was supplying over two- 
thirds of her machine tool and ma- 
chinery imports. . 


JAPAN DOUBLED GASOLINE 
PURCHASES 


Japan’s gasoline purchases more 
than doubled last year—increasing 
from 1,040,000 barrels in first 11 
months of 1939 to 2,515,000 barrels 
in corresponding period of 1940. De- 
spite U. S. embargo on aviation gas 
[July 31, 1940) Japan was able to 
obtain plenty of ordinary gasoline. 
In November, 1940, Standard Vac- 
uum Ou Co. (Rockefeller) made 
agreement with British Shell Co. to 
supply the Japanese war machine 
with oil and fuel from Dutch East 
Indies. [See Economic Notes, Dec., 
1940.) 

Japan is largest copper custom- 
er of the United States, taking 225.,- 
017,000 lbs. in first 11 months of 
1940; 249,277,000 in whole year, 
1939. In its summary of copper in 
1940, U. S. Bureau of Mines report- 
ed: “Japan took largely increased 
quantities in the latter part of 
1940.” Copper is a vital necessity in

The American people are opposed to the 
war-powers bill and to full involvement in 
the war as the President is trying to do 
through “aid to Britain.” But they do not 
have the same motives as Lindbergh. They 
don’t share Lindbergh’s desire to strengthen 
the hand of the imperialists in Britain, Ger- 
many or elsewhere with their system of 
wars, hunger and slavey¥. They do not share 
Lindbergh’s hopes that the imperialists will 
be able to get together for an attack upon 
the Soviet Union, which is their fondest 
dream. They want a just peace, without im- 
perialist slavery for any nation or colony, a 
peace that will remove the causes of wars. 

But a Lindbergh, for all his damaging 
exposure, or any other imperialist, cannot 
lead the American people to that kind of 
peace. The leadership of the movement to 
keep this country out of the war, in order 
to be effective, will have to come in the first 
place from labor which, alone, can rally the 
independent action of the people that can 
inflict total defeat upon the war-powers bill 
and check the whole disastrous program of 
expansion by American imperialism. It is 
only through solidarity with the Soviet 
Union, and with the oppressed and exploited 
against all imperialists, that a people’s peace 
can be established. 


A Decision Which Threatens 
All Unions 


® The reactionary decision against the 
Teachers Union registers the whole trend in 
the country toward using the war hysteria 
to restrict the rights of labor. 

The Court of Appeals upheld the right of 
the witch-hunting Rapp-Coudert Committee 
to seize the union’s membership rolls, which 
will be used in an attenpt to set up a black- 
list of militant teachers. But the injustice 
of the whole case against the union was re- 
flected when two judges found it necessary 
to dissent from that section of the decision 
permitting the Committee to hold one-man 
star chamber proceedings. 

Here is a striking illustration of the tech- 


nique which the labor-haters and “investigat- . 


ing” outfits are using against labor. They se- 
lect some so-called “isolated” organization, 
indulge in wild red-baiting, and pretend that 
no other groups are affected. But it is clear 
that the decision against the teachers can 
be applied to any other union or organiza- 
tion, particularly if the union fights for its 
members and for the public welfare. 

That, indeed, is the “crime” of the Teach- 
ers Union. For it is in the forefront of the 
fight to prevent the additional school cuts 
which the Rapp-Coudert Committee hopes to 
bring about. Not only the entire labor move- 
ment, but parents, students and the whole 
public have a vital interest in coming to the 
immediate support of the organized teachers. 


The People Want 
Honest Dealings 


The reaction in some of the newspapers 
to the lifting of the “moral embargo” on the 
Soviet Union, is revealing. 

An examination of the editorial in the 
Daily News and Arthur Krock’s column in 
the New York Times, for example, shows 
that these supporters of the State Depart- 
ment’s action are already speculating on 
making the move ineffective in practice by 
means of the export licensing system. 

The French and British governments 
pretended to seek friendship with the Soviet 
Union but carried on imperialist intrigues 
secretly at her expense, and thus brought 
disaster to their own people. 

In these days, friendly relations between 
the American people and the powerful Soviet 
Union are far too urgent to permit of such 
imperialist intriguing. The friendly rela- 
tions which the American people would like 
to see, can only be built on a frank and 
honest basis. 


‘Disagreement in the 


Socialist Party 


No one should be ‘taken in by the “split” 
in the Socialist Party over the President’s 
War Dictator bill. 

A group in the Party has just pro- 


claimed its complete support for the bill and 


pretends that it opposes Thomas on the 
subject. 

Actually, there is no real difference be- 
tween them. Those disagreeing with 
Thomas happen to be somewhat more frank 
in their support of the Roosevelt war pro- 
gram. They want to make sure that the capi- 
talists know exactly where they stand. 

Thomas on the other hand, knows that 
he already enjoys the complete confidence 
of the capitalists. His worry is lest the work- 
ers see through him completely and thus 
render him useless for Wall Street. There- 
fore, while supporting the President's pro- 
gram in general, he pretends to disagree on 
particular instances. 

Any who accepts the idea that Brit- 
ish imperialism is fighting a good cause (as 
Thomas accepts it), is already on the read 
to war. 


® Hardly had the ink dried on Earl 
Browder’s article in last Sunday’s Worker 
before developments in China confirmed its 
deep and prohpetic truths. 

A dispatch by Edgar Snow in the Herald 
Tribune of a few days ago had already re- 
vealed that American—and British—impe- 
rialism were pressing the Kuomintang into 
policies which threaten to precipitate civil 
war in China. This, Snow’s article made 
clear, was an actompaniment of American 
aid to China which was. being used to 
strengthen the appeasers within the Kuo- 
mintang, to break the unity between the 


Kuomintang and the Chinese Communist 
Party and to shatter the close relations be- 
tween Nationalist China and the Soviet 
Union. The success of this policy could only 
result in the collapse of Chinese resistance, 
the vietory of Japanese imperialism, and a 


betrayal of peace and the lone war for de- 


mocracy in the world today. 


Now Snow’s article in the last Wednes- 
day’s Tribune reveals that certain National- 
ist forces under the influence of the appeaser 
clique in the Kuomintang, waged a bitter 
battle against the Communist 4th Route 
Army which enabled the Japanese to come 
in and take over an important segment of 
Chinese territory. 

“The battle area is now occupied by 
troops of Wang Ching Wei, head of the Jap- 
anese puppet regime in Nanking,” Snow’s 
dispatch said. 

Browder’s article pointed out that the 
contradiction of American imperialist poli- 
cy—th&t is, its desire to destroy the Chinese 
Communists and, at the same time, to insure 
the unity of the Chinese people against the 
Japanese invaders—will lead to the defeat of 
democratic China. Said Browder: 

“Washington desires, at one and the same 
time, the annihilation of the Chinese Com- 
munists and the unity of the Chinese people 
against the Japanese invaders. 

“These two aims are contradictory, they 
cancel out each other. Chinese resistance to 


the invasion began with the re-establishment , 


of the united front between the Kuomintang

and the Chinese Communist Party. It will 
collapse, so far as the Chungking Govern- 
ment is concerned, if and when that united 
front is broken. The Chinese Communist 
Party has made the most costly sacrifices to 
maintain that united front; but within the 
Kuomintang all those who take their policy 
from U. S. and British influences are agreed 
with those who wish capitulation to Japan 
that the united front should be broken up. 
Washington’s anti-Communist policy within 
the U. J is carried over into its Chinese 
policy, and it weakens, undermines, and de- 


feats the aim to sustain the resistance of 
the Chinese Republic.” 


Even the New York Times, which is a 
party to this disastrous imperialist pol‘cy of 
the Roosevelt Administration, must never- 
theless admit, in an editorial on Wednesday, 
that: . 


“A united China... has achieved such 
marvels of resistance that reports of a 
breach between Chiang-Kai-shek’s govern- 
ment and two Communist armies hitherto 
supporting it can only be regarded as de- 
plorable, if true.” 

Yet the Administration is carrying on 
this imperialist policy with renewed fever- 
ishness. President Roosevelt’s sending of a 
special representative to the Chungking gov- 
ernment, announced yesterday in the press, 
heightens the danger imminent over the 
unity of Nationalist China. It signifies an at- 
tempt to further strengthen the appeaser 
elements in the Kuomintang, and to inten- 
sify the drive against the Chinese Commu- 
nists and the unity of the Chinese people. 

This situation is of the greatest concern 
to the American people, whose desire for 
peace and democracy will be gravely be- 
trayed if China is caught in the trapeof im- 
perialist policy which betrayed Republican 
Spain. Only the pressure of labor and the 
people — who overwhelmingly sympathize 
with democratic China—upon Washington 
can prevent such a catastrophe. Browder’s 
article serves as a compass to all Americans 
who wish to guard their peace and security 
against the pitfalls of the Administration’s 
present imperialist policies. :

He was the incarnate spirit of the free northern farmer and 
worker, starting a revolt against the slave-power because he felt, if 
unchecked, it would place all American labor, black and white, on the 


same slave basis. 


That is the story of John Brown as it appears in almost any 
reputable history book. That is the fact about John Brown. But 
slave-owners and their intellectual apologists up to the present moment 
have built a minority and partisan literature around John Brown. 
In their books they have generally depicted him as a curious northern 
hybrid, one day an insane old fanatic who hated the south, the next 
day, an old bandit who had come to Kansas merely to steal horses 


and grow rich by crime. 


Hollywood is rapidly taking its stand on American history, and 
since Hollywood is owned, body, brain and breeches by Wall Street, it 
is on the side of the slaveowners that you will naturally find the film-

Cobb’s Plan 
Spurs Answers 


Mr. X said this was particularly 
true of American League umpires. 

“There are only one or two um- 
pires in the American who ever call 
such pitches strikes, and they don’t 
call one out of three, Watch the 
umpires in the American work be- 
hind the plate. Only every once in 
a while do they stoop down to bet- 
ter follow a low pitch. More of the 
time they make their decision while 
Standing straight up or leaning for- 
ward a little. You can't follow a 
low pitch from such a position. In 
the National League most of the 
umpires ride with the pitch. If it’s 
a low one, they gd down and get 
their eyes on a level with it. As a 
result, a pitcher in the National has 
an advantage—and a perfectly legal 
one—that an American League 
pitcher doesn’t have.” 

Mr. X believes, and his reasoning 
seems sound, even to this poor judge 
of baseball, that the recognition of 
knee high pitches as strikes would 
give the defense the aid it needs in 
baseball. A low throw is harder to 
hit than a high one, and much 
harder to lift out of the park for-a 
home run. Low balls are the ones 
hit into the dirt, and the ones that 


make for double plays.—U. P.
